‘England proposes to limit the cal- 
iber of guns on cruisers to 6 inches, 
and destroyer and submarine weapons 
to 6 inches. Great Britain's mercan- 
tile marine, transformed into auxiliary 
cruisers, all could carry 6 inch guns.

Considering the wealth, the efficiehcy, and the 
widespread interests and responsibilities of the 
United States, no nation in history ever gave such 
unequivocal and substantial pled of peaceful 
purpose:as were given by our — ment in the 
Washington treaty. 


But this leaves us little to give n The Amer: 
ican people are not willing to go farther on the 
road of sacrifice while we have no following. The’ 


readiness with which the nation countersigned our 
draft on international good will at Wash- 
ington with a Senerosity which has ‘brought little, 
if any response is not present {n our mood today. 
Of this pur delegates at least t be certain. 
The course of the discussion will be watched with 
more catition than that of the ‘Weslgnaeee confer- 
Yence. 

In the meanwhile, we hope that in al considera- 
tion of further limitations of naval , ‘strength our 
delegation retain as a test, not the mere minimum 
efficiency of our defenses as protection from in- 
vasion, ‘but a sufficient freedom to protect the 
substantial interests of the United States and its 
people wherever they are. It is to be hoped, also, 
that it will not overlook or underestimate the 
strategic and tactical importance to an effective 
defense of the ability to take the offensive. Both 
of these; vital considerations are involved in the 
technical problems of limitation for cruisers, sub- 
marines,| and carriers, and we are already at a

No nation can negiect its shrines and continue to 
thrive, When we forget the giants who contributed 
to our Being and our history, we have the seeds of de- 
cadence in us, and the end of our existence as a na- 
tion is near.

The Tientsin corfespondent of the 
Daily Express talked with Hsuan, who 
has lived in the Japanese concession 
of Tientsin since he was forced to

“It is no sinecure fo be emperor 
today,” continued Hsuan. “A good 
emperor must be a representative of 
and father of his people, and I am not 
g00d enough morally or mentally to 
be father to the people of China. I 
am sure the time will come when 
there will again be. an emperor in 
united China, but it must be some- 
body greater than I.” 


Wants to Visit Europe. 


He added that his one ambition was 
to serve the Chinese people. He 
wished to visit England and Europe 
and thereafter setUe down as an ordi- 
nary citizen to help China. 

“ What do we see in China today?” 
he asked. ‘‘ Nothing but maladmin- 
istration, treachery, bribery, and wars. 
China is suffering more than anything 
else too many rotten generals. 
They are’ everywhere, fighting and 
marching backward and forward—not 
for China, but for their own personal 
gain. 

“Chang Tso-lin, the northern dic- 
tator, is like all the rest of them, but 
he has made a determined stand 
against the bolsheviki.”’ 

Hsuan Tung, last of the Manchu 
dynasty, was proclaimed successor to 
his uncle, Emperor Kuang Hsu, when 
the latter died childless in 1908. He 
was forced to abdicate in 1912, when 
he was 6 years old. In 1922 he was 
married.

Special Absence Leave 


Chicago teachers will have an oppor- 
tunity to take sabbatical leaves of ab- 
sence next year, if a recommendation 
prepared yesterday by a special com- 
mittee of teachers under the direction 
of Supt. William McAndrew is accepted 
by the board of education. The school 
board last week asked Supt. McAndrew 
to outline the details of the sabbatical 
year plan. 

According to the recommendation, 
teachers who have been in the service 
seven years or more may take one or 
two semesters off to study or travel. 
They will receive their regular salary 
minus the amount that the school 
board pays the substitute teachers. 
‘This plan,"’ Supt. McAndrew said, 
‘will cost the board of education noth- 
ing, and it will enable us to find em-
